Report of School Board. 


Another year of school work has passed into history. It 
now becomes not only the duty but the p'easure of the School 
Board to review with the citizens of the school district of Sand- 
wich some of the things that have been written upon the pages 
of this history. Looking over the record as a whole we see 
written the word prosperity. By no means at the end of 
this school year do we fold our hands with satisfaction and 
say it has all been accomplished. Much is yet undone. It is 
still a long way to perfection; but does anyone believe that the 
tendeucy of our schools is not in the right direction? Are 
there those who think that advancement is not being made? 
It is for such as these to compare the scholarship of their own 
boys and girls with the scholarship of the city boys and girls of 
the same age who have many more weeks of school and see if 
their children cannot stand the test. Sandwich has today a 
number of pupils attending its schools who are ready for the 
first year in the High Schools of our cities. 

Good schools are the product of a combination of favorable 
conditions, the result of a harmonious union of qualities the im- 
portance of all of which is generally recognized. We all must 
admit that it takes the combined efforts of teachers, scholars, 
and parents to make a suecessful school. Nothing encourages 
a teacher more than to know that she has the support of the 
parents, and of course the support and encouragement the 
teacher gets outside the schoolroom is a direct benefit to the 
school under her charge; and we would recommend that the 
parents visit the schools more and encourage the teachers and 
pupils by their presence. 
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Irregular attendance of scholars is a bad fault and a hinder- 
ance to the best school work. Do not look for advancement, 
do not blame the teachers if you as parents allow your children 
to be frequently absent from the schoolroom. The School 
Board have themselves endeavored to alleviate this difficu.ty 
somewhat by instructing the teachers to be especially careful 
in the distributing of the Roll of Honor, giving, them only to 
those scholars who by their punctuality in attendance have 
rightfully earned them. 

The free text book law now in vogue has led to the abuse of 
books in many cases. When the parents furnished the books 
the children were careful of them. Now that the town fur- 
nishes them, neither the parents or the children have special 
interest in the books, and they are often needlessly defaced. 

We have had more weeks of schooling the past year than for 
a number of years, not only because the town raised more 
money than usual for school purposes, but also owing to the 
fact that a great saving has been made in transporting schol- 
ars, the limit being changed from one and three-fourths miles 
to two miles. We recommend that more money be raised 
for the repairing of school-houses, as some of them need 
shingling as well as other necessary repairs. We would that 
there might be an awakening of interest in the educational 
matters of this town, an awakening brought about through the 
co-operation of parents, teachers, and scholars. Then, and 
not until then shall we see the schools of Sandwich raised to 
that standard which shall give to our children a long talked of 
and much to be desired moral and intellectual training.
